FAMILY SOCIALS AT THE BARN 


We have been meeting regularly for the past 2-3 months to try and set up Family Social evenings. We want to do 
this in the Barn, once a month, probably Friday nights 8 p.m. to 11 p.m. We think this would be a good opportunity 
to meet other residents and find out more about what the community wants and needs. All ages are welcome but 
children under 16 must be accompanied by an adult and every parent/minder is responsible for the children they 
bring. We want to emphasise that this will never be a drinking club/pub, youth club or créche for anyone. 


We want to provide a kiddies-korner for children 5 years and under, a Tuck Shop where cheap fizzy pop, sweets 
etc. can be provided and a bar. We propose a fee of £2.50 per family regardless of size. The money raised from 
this will go towards providing games and equipment for the children and maybe getting a disco or band playing 
once in a while. What would be 

nice is to raise enough money to have an Xmas party for the children and one for the OAPs for they are our future 
and our past. We only raised £4.46 from the table-top sale due to lack of support and not a lot of 

people knowing but hopefully our next one on Wednesday 24 July 12-3 p.m. will result in a healthier sum to kick 
us off with the plans for the first Social Evening.

ESTATE ISSUES 


SHOPS 
TO BE OR NOT TO BE! 
THE STORY SO FAR... 


When the new part of Blackbird Leys was 
planned, it was realised that there would be a 
need for shops. 

Oxford City Council set aside a site on 
Nightingale Avenue next to the Housing 
Association's offices, The Barn and The 
Dovecote. 

Until recently, no developers or retailers have 
shown interest, and the site has been used like a 
village green with children playing football. 
However, a developer has now obtained 
agreement in principle from Oxford City Council 
Estates Committee for the development of a 
large convenience store, and two smaller shops 
(provisionally a pharmacy and a small restaurant 
or take-away). 

The details of this development still need to be 
approved by the Council, and the developers will 
have to apply for detailed planning permission. 
There is concern from some residents about 
losing the green (see article about petition) but 
some residents are keen to have local shops 
and there is no other planned site for new shops 
to be built. 

Residents may be aware of the possibility of the 
opening of a much smaller shop at Kingfisher 
Green. Unfortunately this has had to be put on 
hold, until the position is clear over what may be 
built at Nightingale Avenue, as this will affect 
what is commercially viable at Kingfisher Green. 

Watch Leys News to keep up to date with 
developments on the shops. 


TRAFFIC CALMING 


Residents in the Coriander Way part of the 
estate have submitted a petition to the Housing 
Associations asking for some kind of traffic 
control measures along their street. 

The Housing Associations have sent the petition 
to Oxford City Council who were due to discuss 
it at a committee meeting on 27" June 1996. 
One possibility being considered is that the 
estate could be declared a 20mph zone. 
However, this requires Government approval, so 
might take some time. 

Watch this space to discover what the Council 
suggests could be done. 


PHONE BOXES 


We have been campaigning to try to get public 
telephone boxes onto the new estate. 

British Telecom is very reluctant as they say 
phone boxes won't make money. That's 
privatisation for you! 

The matter has now been referred to OFTEL, the 
regulatory body for British Telecom. 

British Telecom's charter includes clauses that 
commit them to providing a service to the public. 
We want to make sure that they do provide a 
public service to residents of the new part of 
Blackbird Leys. 

Some residents have decided to organise a 
petition on this issue (see separate article). 

We will keep you informed of developments. 


BUSES 


Good news. As you will have noticed, we finally 
have a bus service - in fact two bus services. 
They are: 
no 51 To the City Centre via Cowley Road 
every 30 mins during the daytime. 


no1A To Tesco's and Cowley Centre approx. 
every 30 mins during the daytime. 


Use the buses - otherwise we might lose them.

COMTEL - CABLING FOR TV AND 
TELEPHONES 


You probably know that Comtel now have the 
franchise to cable Oxford and are digging up 
pavements in part of the City. 

At Falcon Close, ducting for the cables has been 
provided by Leadbitters as part of the building 
contract. Comtel have started cabling but have 
come to a halt. Before starting work, Comtel have 
to make a legal agreement with landowners. 
Although Comtel did approach Oxford Citizens 
Housing Association and obtained agreement, 
Comtel neglected to approach Ealing Family 
Housing Association and so had to stop the work. 
We hope this will be resolved soon. 

On the main Leech Homes site, ducting for cables 
has not been ‘built in’ and discussions are taking 
place on how best to do this now that the cable 
franchise has been awarded. We hope to have 
more news on this in the next issue.

PETITIONS 


Presently, to date there have been three 
petitions circulating the estate as regards to 
three issues. 

Firstly, the situation as regards to the 
telephones on the estate. BT have refused 
to install any public telephones, so we have 
drawn up a petition (approx. 250 signatures) 
that will be sent shortly to BT, as we urgently 
need telephones on the estate. 

Secondly, the situation as regards to the 
green on Nightingale Avenue. The City 
Council intends to remove our green and 
place shops there instead. The feedback 
from the petition so far is that most people 
stated they wanted shops on the estate but 
not on our green. The green is presently 
used for outside events, where children play 
and a place for fellow residents to meet. The 
petition (approx 70 signatures) will be sent 
shortly to the local councillor (Val Smith). 

Thirdly, as regards to the buses; well folks, 
it shows what people can do by sticking 
together! As to date we have two buses, the 
1A and the 51 covering the estate.

FARMSTEAD STEERING GROUP - THE 
BARN AND THE DOVECOTE 


A group of residents and housing staff have met 
four times since 18'" April 1996 to plan how to run 
The Barn and The Dovecote and how to get The 
Barn in particular into more use. We have been 
applying for licenses for public entertainment and 
for the use of music. We have been discussing 
equipment and what kind of groups could use the 
buildings. 

The housing associations, who are the trustees of 
the buildings have made it clear that The 
Dovecote is an under 8’s building and that they 
wish a balance of activities to take place in The 
Barn catering for different sections of the 
community. They do not want the use of The Barn 
to be dominated by any one age group or interest 
group. There will be no permanent bar, although it 
will be possible for hirers to apply for occasional 
licenses to sell and consume alcohol. All activities 
have to respect The Barn’s location close to 
houses. 

We are looking at a constitution so that we can 
have a properly set up management committe with 
elected resident representatives.

THE BLACKBIRD LEYS COMMUNITY 
DEVELOPMENT INITIATIVE 


The Blackbird Leys Community Development 
Initiative (CDI) is a new Registered Charity started 
in 1995 by local youth, community and church 
workers. 

Itaims to open up new opportunities and to 
improve conditions for people who live and work in 
Blackbird Leys. 

The CDI already employs two Under Eights and 
Families Workers at The Dovecote in Nightingale 
Avenue, with funding from the Challenge Fund. 
Their jobs involve supporting local under 8's 
groups (playgroups, parent and toddler groups etc.) 
as well as helping get new activities started (after 
school clubs, playschemes, lunch club etc.).. 

The Initiative is currently looking at how facilities 
for young people who live and/or work in 
Blackbird Leys can be extended and have been 
successful in a recent bid to the Lotteries Board and 
will hopefully be employing a Youth Co-ordinator 
shortly.
